they voted down a Liberal 
Democrat amendment to cut the 
pay of the Conservative leader 
and cabinet as well as the leader 
of the opposition.

COUNCIL staff have been told 
they could have their wages 
slashed because of the ‘signifi¬ 
cant’ financial challenges it 
faces. 

Northamptonshire County 
Council revealed this week that it 
was consulting with unions over 
the changes which could see their 
members’ annual pay chopped by 
3.6 per cent. 

Under the proposals 7,000 
employees could also be forced to 
take time off at certain times of 
the year, such as Christmas, with¬ 
out pay, as well as losing out on 
sick pay during the first week of 
absence and in long term cases. 

Staff could also lose salary incre¬ 
ments and pay awards could 
instead be linked to ‘local afford¬ 
ability’ and may be negotiated 
‘locally’. 

Liberal Democrat leader 
Brendan Glynane said the plans 
‘beggar belief’ - especially when 
the council on Tuesday approved 



a new cabinet post which will cost 
the taxpayer in excess of £20,000 a 
year. 

Cllr Glynane said: “It beggars 
belief that on the day the

sector organisations such as the council 
are so significant that we are having to 
look at wider employment costs of our 
workforce.

“However, we all have no option but to 
address the financial realities that face the 
council and therefore have very reluctant¬ 
ly started to consult on these proposals.” 

The consultation with unions will run 
until December. 

Rachelle Wilkins, GMB Regional Officer, 
said: “GMB members work hard, earn an 
honest living, and save for a rainy day, and 
are hit with a sledgehammer of dispropor¬ 
tionate cuts of crippling proportions.” 


A NEW cabinet post has been created 
on Northamptonshire County Council 
- at a cost of more than £20,000. 

The executive announced that 
Catherine Boardman would join them 
as member for children’s social 
services. 

The role comes with a salary of 
£20,645 a year for the ward councillor 
for Uplands. The announcement was 
made at Tuesday’s cabinet meeting.

POLICE hunting for the vandal who 
slashed a woman’s car tyre which 
caused her to crash and die are hoping 
to take action in the next few days. 

Since a public appeal two weeks ago by 
Northamptonshire Police for informa¬ 
tion about Joanna Smith’s death, which 
they are treating as manslaughter, 
around 50 people have come forward. 

Mrs Smith, 32, of Wilks Walk, Grange 
Park, Northampton, was driving 
between 60-70mph eastbound on the 
A45 when she lost control of her Honda 
Jazz, on April 10 at 8.45am, near Earls 
Barton. 

Scientific examination showed that the 
rear passenger side wheel of her vehicle 
had been deliberately punctured when 
parked in a communal car park close to 
Budgens in Grange Park before she set 


off on her way to work at the Co-Op 
Pharmacy in Irchester. 

DCI Martin Kinchin said: “We have had 
a really good response from the public, 
both young and old, in particular young 
people who have really taken the cause 
to their heart. 

“We have had a reasonable amount of 
intelligence and public nominations as 
to who might be responsible in the last 
ten days or so. 

“We are working through that material 
and working out whether any further 
action can be taken. 

“We hope to take a more pro-active 
response in the next week or so. We have 
some good leads and we are just assess¬ 
ing how good they are.”

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Track under starter’s 
orders for dog races

TOWCESTER Racecourse is aiming to 
get the dogs running by next summer. 

The county attraction is investing £1.25 
million in a greyhound track which will 
be built in front of the Empress Stand. 

It is a big venture for the 
Northamptonshire course and it is aim¬ 
ing to have three meetings a week on a 
Thursday, Saturday and Sunday with 12 
races each evening. 

In order to create a flat racing surface it 
will need to import or excavate 10,000 
cubic metres of soil. 

Racecourse chief executive Kevin 
Ackerman said: “We are looking at build¬ 
ing work beginning in Tanuary or 
February. 

“The first meeting we hope will be held 
at the end of May or the beginning of 
Tune. 

“We want to position ourselves to be 
one of the courses which offers some of 
the highest prize money. 

“The idea will be to try to attract the 
high profile race events or create our own

race cards. People will be able to watch 
from hospitality boxes in the Empress 
Stand. We are also looking at getting a 
giant screen. 

“We look forward to quickly positioning 
Towcester Racecourse as the ‘Premier 
Greyhound venue in the UK’. 

“We have had positive feedback from 
people and are marketing this as 
‘Northamptonshire’s new night out’.” 


This will be the first greyhound racing 
circuit in the county. The last track to 
open in the country in Great Britain was 
Sittingbourne in the 1990s. 

Towcester is looking to charge £6 per 
person to view the racing. 

Meetings from the circuit will be broad¬ 
cast by Satellite Information Services and 
the pictures will be beamed to Australia, 
South America and Asia. 


Council getting up to 
speed with broadband 

A STEP forward has been taken by an authority to 
secure superfast broadband across the county. 

Northamptonshire County Council has started 
the tendering process to deliver the multi-million 
pound initiative. 

The project is for the delivery of superfast 
broadband infrastructure to areas of the county 
where the market deems it not to be 
commercially viable to build enhanced telecoms 
infrastructure. 

In July the Government announced the council 
would be one of just five included in the first wave 
of the national roll-out programme. 

The county council is aiming for 2,000 
businesses to be connected by 2014, at least 90 
per cent of the county to have superfast 
broadband speeds by the end of 2015 with full 
coverage by 2017. 

The council’s ambition is to bring potential 
internet speeds of at least 30Mb/sec for every 
household and business in the county by 2017. 

The superfast project largely has a rural focus as 
these areas tend to have much slower speeds. 


OAPs are cut free after collision 


AN elderly couple were trapped in a 
car which was in collision with a 
van on a busy road in the county. 

Two air ambulances were called to 
the crash on the A5 near Towcester. 

Warwickshire & Northampton¬ 
shire Air Ambulance (WNAA) and 
sister service Derbyshire, 
Leicestershire & Rutland Air 
Ambulance (DLRAA) were called to 
the scene at about 11.30am on 
Tuesday following reports from on 
scene emergency service crews that 
there were two people, an 89-year- 
old woman and a 92-year-old man, 
trapped in the car. 

Both crews used their specialist 
extraction skills as they worked 
together to free the two casualties, 
with support from East Midlands 
Ambulance Service and the fire and 
rescue service. 

Once freed, the woman was treat¬ 
ed for injuries to her chest and one 
of her legs. 

She was then flown to the trauma 


centre at University Hospitals 
Coventry and Warwickshire 
(UHCW) for further assessment 
and treatment. 

The male driver had no visible 
injuries but was also taken to 
UHCW as a precaution. 

DLRAA paramedic, Karl Bexon, 
said: “Both DLRAA and WNAA are 
part of The Air Ambulance Service 
(TAAS). Being part of the same 
organisation allows us to provide a 
collaborative Helicopter Emergency 
Medical Service (HEMS) at trauma 
accidents, meaning we can work 
together to ensure that every 
patient gets the very best possible 
treatment as well as a fast transfer 
to the nearest major trauma centre. 

“Thankfully, in this instance, the 
two patients are not believed to be 
too seriously injured, but it is 
reassuring to know we can rely on 
our colleagues in high pressured 
situations such as major road traffic 
collisions.”

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Parents’ trauma over 
death of toddler son

A TWO-year-old boy choked to 
death on his vomit, an inquest 
heard yesterday. 

Parents Paul Clayton and 
Danielle Saunders from Rothesay 
Terrace, Northampton, who have 
two other children, have been left 
devastated by the death of their 
little son Jay John Clayton. 

The inquest heard how the tot 
was found curled up in his bed 
on December J7 by his dad who 
discovered he was not breath¬ 
ing. 

During Ms Saunders’ evidence, 
which was read out by coroner 
Anne Pember, she explained the 
kids had gone to bed at 6pm the 
night before. Jay had taken a drink 
up with him. 

The rest of the family were all up 
by 7.30am on December J7 which 
is when they went to check on Jay.

Mrs Pember read: “At 7.30am we 
wondered where Jay was and 
thought he was having a lay in. 

“Paul went upstairs and then 
shouted to me to call an ambu¬ 
lance. At first I thought he was 
joking but he was not.” 

Ms Saunders’ dad, who had 
been sleeping in the front room, 


tried to resuscitate him before the 
paramedics arrived. 

Jay was taken to Northampton 
General Hospital but was 
pronounced dead. 

Summing up, Mrs Pember said: 
“I believe he was lovingly cared 
for by you both. 

“And the verdict I will insert is he 
died of natural causes due to the 
result of an aspiration of gastric 
contents. I am very sorry for your 
loss.” 

Speaking after the inquest, Mr 
Clayton said: “It has been difficult 
and the inquest has brought it all 
back. What happened was unbe¬ 
lievable and it was shocking. 

“We found out a little bit more 
today.” 

Ms Saunders, who went with her 
son in the ambulance, added: 
“They kept telling me everything 
would be fine but I just knew. 

“It has been absolutely shock¬ 
ing.”

NORTHAMPTONSHIRE Police has 
received two allegations from 
the public regarding Sir Jimmy 
Savile - who has been the 
subject to sexual assault claims. 

In a documentary shown on ITV 
last week, five women alleged 
they were sexually assaulted as 
teenagers by the late presenter. 

Since the programme a number 
of women have come forward 
from across the country to say 
they were his victims. 

This week, amid claims some 
attacks took place on BBC 
premises, the Director General of 


the corporation promised a ‘com¬ 
prehensive examination’ into the 
allegations but not before a 
police investigation. 

Sir Jimmy Savile died at the age 
of 84 in October last year and 
was the face of BBC shows such 
as Jim’ll Fix It and Top of the 
Pops. 

He was knighted in 1990 for his 
charity work. 

In a statement the force said: 
‘Two members of the public have 
contacted us making allegations 
regarding Sir Jimmy Savile, these 
are not yet substantiated or 


investigated. The incidents do 
not relate to events in 
Northamptonshire and we will 
make appropriate referrals to the 
relevant Force. 

‘Anyone affected by the issues 
raised in the programme, or the 
related media coverage, can 
contact the NSPCC Helpline on 
0808 800 5000 for support or 
their local police force to make 
a report.’ 

Scotland Yard said on Tuesday 
it had received 120 potential 
leads and had identified 30 
victims, over the last 50 years. 


Cops’plea in hunt for 
church con suspect

THIS man (right) is wanted by 
police in connection with a 
series of frauds at churches 
across Northamptonshire where 
he is thought to have conned 
money from members. 

Mark Proctor, 47, is believed to 
be targeting churches, or those 
connected with them, purporting 
to have lost a family member in a 
distant part of the country. 

He often requests financial aid 
in order to travel to identify the 
body of the relative, and often 
varies his story. 

The suspect is believed to carry 
out some local research before 
targeting each church, as witness¬ 
es recall him quoting local vicars, 
reverends or wardens’ names as 
well as local addresses to form 
part of his story. 

Four separate incidents were 
reported to Northamptonshire 
Police relating to fraud. 

The first concerned money 
being taken from a victim con¬ 
nected with a church in Kings 
Sutton during the end of 2011. 



A second incident was chroni¬ 
cled on August 21 this year where 
two separate people were duped 
out of cash from the Towcester 
Road Methodist Hall in 
Northampton. 

Another report was made on 
August 23 when a victim linked 
with a church in Long Buckby 
handed over money. 

A series of similar offences are 
also known to have taken place in 
Bedfordshire, Hertfordshire, 


Berkshire, Buckinghamshire, 
West Midlands and Hampshire 
throughout the summer. Mr 
Proctor is described as a white, 
in his 40s, about 5ft 9ins tall, of a 
slim build, with short fair hair. 

He is believed to use a number 
of different aliases and public 
transport to get around the coun¬ 
try, staying in hotels or bed and 
breakfasts during the scams. 

PC Stuart Roberts, who is lead¬ 
ing the case, said: “We are 
extremely keen to speak with this 
man and would urge him to make 
contact with us so that we can 
establish the full facts. 

“We know at least 50 offences 
have taken place since April this 
year across the country, with 
sums of between £30 and £500 
being fraudulently obtained. 

“I’m sure there are others that 
have taken place and people have 
simply not reported it to us. 

“We are keen for anyone with 
information to contact their local 
police force.”

Cllr Andre Gonzalez de 
Savage, county council cabinet 
member for infrastructure and 
public protection, said: “In 
recognition of this being the 
fifth year running the council 
has achieved a Gold award, a 
special Platinum Footprint has 
been presented and we are the 
only organisation to have 
received a Platinum Award for 
Contingency Planning.

Zimbabwe international Curran spent 
eight years at the County Ground, sign¬ 
ing from Gloucestershire for the 1991 
season and staying with Northants until 
his retirement. 

The 53-year-old was coach of the 
Mashonoland Eagles team in his home¬ 
land and had been preparing them for 
their two Twenty20 matches against 
Mountaineers - both of which were post¬ 
poned. 

Several people in the game also took to 
Twitter to pay their 
respects. 

Northants wicketkeeper 
Niall O’Brien wrote: ‘Very 
sad 2 hear tragic news of 
kevin currans (sic) pass¬ 
ing. Thoughts are with his 
family rip.’ 

A statement from 
Northants read: 

“Everyone at Northants 
Cricket was shocked and 
saddened to learn of the 
sudden death of the 
club’s former captain 
Kevin Curran. 

“Northants Cricket 
offers its condolences to 


his family and friends.” Born into a crick¬ 
eting family, Curran shot to prominence 
playing international cricket for 
Zimbabwe, having made his debut for 
them at the 1983 World Cup in his side’s 
shock 13-run win over Australia. 

He would represent his country 11 
times in one-day internationals and 
joined Gloucestershire as their overseas 
player in 1985. 

His time with the club saw him estab¬ 
lish himself as one of the most prolific 
batsmen in county cricket. 

However, Curran’s contract was contro¬ 
versially not renewed at the end of the 
1990 season, leading to him joining 
Northants for the following year. 

He earned his County Cap in 1992 - the 
same year that he helped them win the 
NatWest Trophy by taking 3-41 in the 
final against Leicestershire. 
During his time with 
Northants, Curran scored 
6,990 runs and took 271 
wickets in first class cricket, 
as well as making 193 limit¬ 
ed overs appearances. 

He succeeded Rob Bailey 
as captain in 1998, but was 
in turn replaced by 
Matthew Hayden in 1999 
and retired at the end of 
that season. 

Curran returned to his 
homeland after that, coach¬ 
ing both the Namibia and 
Zimbabwe national teams 
and serving as a selector.

Bid to stop cons 
striking again

A NEW approach is to be 
taken with people who 
serve less than 12 months 
in jail in an aim to reduce 
re-offending. 

Those offenders whose 
crimes cause the most 
harm are to be managed 
in a co-ordinated manner 
in the community or 
following release from 
prison. 

They will be engaged 
with by a collaboration of 
different agencies build¬ 
ing on the County 
Integrated Offender Man¬ 


agement approach to 
address the reasons 
behind the offending 
behaviour. 

Northamptonshire 
Police, together with proba¬ 
tion as well as private and 
third sector agencies, will 
provide a coordinated sys¬ 
tem of mentoring, training, 
education and other forms 
of support to help them 
break the cycle of crime. 

Chief Inspector Mark 
Evans said: “Offenders 
who are sentenced to 
more than 12 months in 
prison are often released 
with conditions to engage 
with probation and police 


officers in order to assist 
their rehabilitation. 

“However, what we find 
is that those who receive 
less than 12 months are 
not statutorily obliged to 
engage with the authori¬ 
ties. Yet this category of 
offenders often cause the 
most harm locally and are 
also more likely to reof¬ 
fend once released. 

“What’s new with this 
approach is that those 
who are released from 
prison and fit into the cat¬ 
egory of less than 12 
months in prison will now 
be assessed against a 
number of pathways.”

MP is still hoping for 
a lifeline for axed jail

AN MP hopes a new secure unit 
will rise out of the ashes of the 
doomed Wellingborough Prison. 

Wellingborough and Rushden 
MP Peter Bone was speaking after 
a visit by Prisons Minister Jeremy 
Wright to the Millers Park facility 
last Thursday, who confirmed 
plans to close it would still go 
ahead. 

He also addressed prison staff 
and campaigners about how its 
closure would affect them, ahead 
of a press conference. 

Mr Wright said the move out of 
the county jail will be completed 
by December but that no decision 
had yet been made about the 
building’s long term use. 

He said: “It’s apparent to me that 
how passionately, not just all the 
people who work at the prison 
but the people who live in the 
community, feel about it. But the 
decision is not just about how 
well run it is. 

“We have to think about our 
responsibility to taxpayers to 
spend that money responsibly 
and efficiently. I can’t say that this 
prison will remain open but we 
have not ruled out the possibility 
of it being used by the Ministry of 
Justice in the future. We will 


continue with the closure 
programme and we will think 
again about what to do with it.” 

It is thought prisoners will have 
vacated the jail by the end of next 
month, with full closure before 
Christmas. 

Mr Bone said he would like to 
see the older part of the prison 
knocked down to be replaced by a 
modern secure facility. 

He said: “I get the feeling what 
he was saying is the old blocks 
shouldn’t be used and we need to 
knock them down and build a 
new block again. I will now be 
campaigning to get to keep it as a 
prison." 

In July, former justice secretary, 
Kenneth Clarke, said shutting the 
facility would save £10 million 
and that £50m would be needed 
to bring it up to scratch.

Firm pays the price 
for poor quality sofa

A FURNITURE supplier has been 
fined after tests by council inves¬ 
tigators showed a sofa bed did 
not meet fire safety standards. 

In February this year, 
Northamptonshire County 
Council trading standards 
purchased an Iowa sofa bed from 
a Northampton retailer and tests 
on the product found the cover 
fabric on the back of the seat did 
not meet furniture fire safety 
requirements. 

It had been imported and sup¬ 


plied to the retailer by Sweet 
Dreams (Nelson) Limited of 
Nelson, Lancashire, which plead¬ 
ed guilty to contravening the 
Consumer Protection Act 1987 at 
a hearing at Northampton 
Magistrates’ Court last Friday. 

In 2010, trading standards 
carried out a purchase of the 
same product and tests had found 
the identical failure. 

The company was informed and 
understood to have taken action 
to avoid similar future occur¬ 
rences. The firm was fined £3,325 
plus £2,675 costs. 

Councillor Andre Gonzalez de 


Savage, county council cabinet 
member for infrastructure and 
public protection, said: “Research 
shows that these regulations save 
54 fatalities and 780 casualties 
each year and therefore compli¬ 
ance with them is vital. 

“The company failed to take 
proper steps to ensure they only 
supplied safe products. 

“We will continue to carry out 
proactive tests to ensure 
consumers are protected from 
unsafe products.”

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Adam raps 
police for 
cops’ ban 
on twitter

THE actions by police chiefs 
to close down four officers’ 
twitter accounts has been 
described as ‘overkill’. 

Adam Simmonds, the 
Conservative candidate for 
the county’s Police and Crime 
Commissioner post, was 
responding to news from last 
week’s Herald & Post that 
Northamptonshire Police 
forced some officers to delete 
their accounts on the recom¬ 
mendation of a Government 
review 

The Conservative candidate 
said it was ‘common sense’ 
that the police use the social 
media site, and similar 
networks such as Facebook, 
to connect with the public. 

The Force acted on informa¬ 
tion received from Her 
Majesty’s Inspectorate of 
Constabulary (HMIC), which 
undertook a review of all 45 
accounts in the summer and 
highlighted ‘issues’ with some 
users. 

Mr Simmonds said: “We are 


all using twitter now and this 
seems complete overkill. 

“I just thought it was an over 
reaction for whatever 
reason. 

“It needs a common sense 
approach. I’m sure the deci¬ 
sion has been made by people 
who don’t understand social 
media. 

“As long as it is not stopping 
them doing their job, I 
certainly would be encourag¬ 
ing police to use twitter. 

“There is obviously a time 
and a place for certain things 
but it is a way to instantly 
connect with communities.” 

Last week a spokeswoman 
from Northamptonshire 
Police would not confirm the 
exact reasons for the accounts 
being closed but said that it 
‘could be’ in relation to data 
protection, use of language, 
information sensitive to 
investigations or legal 
reasons. 

There are around 40 twitter 
accounts associated with 
Northamptonshire Police, 
some with thousands of 
followers. 


Paul backs burglary law change 


A CANDIDATE is supporting 
initial plans to change the law 
regarding the right of house¬ 
holders to defend their prop¬ 
erty against intruders. 

Justice Secretary Chris 
Grayling pledged on Tuesday 
to change the law to give 
greater protection to those 
who use physical force 
against burglars. 

Paul Varnsverry, Northamp¬ 
tonshire Liberal Democrat 
prospective Police and Crime 
Commissioner candidate, 
said: “I consider household¬ 
ers should have the right to 
defend themselves and their 
property and intruders 
should accept they tacitly 
forfeit some, but not all, of 
their protection under the law 
when they illegally enter a 
property; however, any 
change in the law will need to 
be phrased very carefully, 
with clear guidance on what it 
intends will constitute 
reasonable use of force on the 
part of householders and 
what will not. 

“This is a complicated issue 
which requires greater 
thought than a throwaway 
line from the Justice 
Secretary, before legislation is 



passed. It’s a possibly futile 
gesture that’s seeking positive 
headlines in the press but is 
unlikely to make any real 
difference, when what we 
really need is a police system 
that is properly resourced and 
a criminal justice system that 
is timely and efficient.” 

Mr Varnsverry last week 
launched his manifesto.

“WHY on earth have they got a room 
full of just... beds” I asked, as a friend 
and I were shown around Whittlebury 
Hall before the start of our day. 

Needless to say after a few hours of 
relaxation and pampering, I had the 
answer.

But, and it’s no exaggeration, after 
just five minutes of being in the luxuri¬ 
ous spa I was as chilled as the ice bucket 
experience. And that’s enough to wake 
you back up again as we found out! 

We began with the heat and ice experi¬ 
ence which takes you on an exhilarating 
journey. You’re left so relaxed by the foot 
spa and warm benches that it’s hard to 
pull yourself out of the various steam and 
sauna rooms (the Roman Salt Steam was 
my favourite), especially when after the 
‘heat’, you know what’s coming! 

Needless to say we didn’t stay in the Ice 
Cave for too long but just enough time to 
chill us back to (almost) normal. 

And after going full circle we dipped 
into the hydrotherapy pool which is great 
for loosening up any tension you might 
still have. 

Feeling completely soothed we dried 


off before going to the buffet lunch, 
which is included in many of the day spa 
packages, and what a treat it was. 
Healthy and delicious, you get a choice 
from various hot and cold food, finished 
off with a helping of fruit and natural 
yoghurt. 

Then, after a sneaky stop off at the 
water bed (it’d be rude not to), it was time 
for the best part of the day I’ve had vari¬ 
ous massages before but the new Clarins 
melting honey hot stones variety is 
something else. 

You don’t get to see them but it felt like 
warm pebbles being rubbed on my skin, 
which combined with the honey mas¬ 
sage gel, was enough to send me to a par¬ 
adise beach somewhere far away 

Being an hour I thought it would feel 
like ages but when it came to an end I 
didn’t want to move and I don’t think I’ve 
ever felt so relaxed. 

In fact the beds we had spotted at the 
start of our day were just what I needed 
for an afternoon nap! And I didn’t have 
the heart to tell the therapist that my 
evening would comprise visiting my 
sister and full-of-energy niece and 
nephew after she warned me off doing 
anything stressful for the rest of the day, 
if only! 

But the usual climbing/screaming 
antics seemed like a breeze in the park 
after the day I’d had - perhaps I could do 
with a spa visit every time I see them!

Your CV 


When you send your CV off to a potential employer, 
remember that you won't be the only one. Hundreds 
of other people could be applying for the job as well. 

So what are you going to do to make you stand out 
from the crowd? Why should an employer take a 
chance on you instead of someone else? 

Your CV is your first real chance to sell yourself to a 
potential employer. Most employers will scan through 
a CV in about 30 seconds so you need to grab their 
attention from the start - and make them want to 
invite you for an interview. 

There are five main areas to consider 
when writing your CV: 

• Make sure your CV looks the part. Your CV should 
look clean and tidy - don't scrawl it out on a piece of 
A4 paper. If you haven't got access to a PC or printer, 
ask a friend or use your local library. Use a good 
quality paper and steer clear of fancy borders and 
front covers. 

• Watch out for silly spelling and grammar mistakes. 
They make you look lazy and show employers that 
you don't really care. It's not difficult to do a spell 
check on your PC and if you're really stuck then don't 
just guess, reach for a dictionary. Get a friend to read 
through your CV for you - a second opinion is always 
useful. 

• Make sure your CV is well organised. When you list 
your previous jobs, make sure the dates are correct 
and try not to leave any gaps. If you took time out to 
go travelling then say so - employers won't mark you 
down just because you've tried something new. 

• Don't waffle. Remember that employers don't have 
time to read every word of your CV. Long paragraphs 
and sentences put people off, so try bullet-points to 
break up text. Make sure your CV is no longer than 
two pages long - employers don't want your life 
history, they just want to see that you've got what it 
takes to do the job. 

• Don't list any failures. Employers have enough 
trouble finding someone who is right for the job - 
they don't need help finding reasons not to employ 
you. If you have to include a mistake from your past, 
make sure you show the employer that you learnt 
something from the experience. 


Keep it simple 


Personal details 

Start off with your full name, address, home and 
mobile phone numbers and email address . If you are 
offered an interview, the employer will want to get 
hold of you so give him as many options as possible. 


Summary/professional profile 

This is the Nol area for selling yourself. Set out your 
main skills and personal qualities but keep it 
interesting and tight - one paragraph should do to 
cover everything. 

Education and qualifications 

List your qualifications and education history, with the 
most recent first. You don't need to list the grades for 
each exam you have passed unless they were 
exceptional results - simply listing the number and 
type of exams you've passed is fine. Also, list any 
relevant professional organisations you belong to and 
training courses you have been on. 

Work experience 

Start with your most recent position and work 
backwards, giving addresses along with start and 
finish dates. Set out your main responsibilities, duties 
and most importantly achievements, along with any 
skills you picked up or improvements you made while 
you were there. This is a really important section in 
your CV so make it count - but don't waffle. 

If you have not had a full-time job before, detail any 
part-time jobs you may have held or any placement 
you have been on. 

Other skills 

Set out any computer skills you may have and the 
software you are most familiar with. Can you type, do 
shorthand or speak a foreign language fluently? If you 
have a driving licence, let the employer know. If it's 
clean, tell them. 

Interests & hobbies 

Briefly list what you get up to in your spare time. Put 
down any positions you hold in clubs or associations, 
along with any responsibilities and achievements. 

References 

Make sure you have at least two people (including 
one from your previous or current job) who will tell an 
employer what a thoroughly nice person you are and 
what a potential asset to the company you would be. 


If you want to list them now make sure you include 
their name, job title, postal & e-mail address and 
contact phone numbers. Alternatively, just put 
"Available on request" so the employer knows to 
follow up references at a later date. 


Add a covering letter 


The main aim of a covering letter is to encourage 
an employer to give you a chance. You want them 
to read your CV, so sell it to them. You should 
always enclose a covering letter when applying for 
a job - most employers won't consider you unless 
you do. 

A covering letter should let the employer know why 
you are interested in the job and why you think you 
can do it. 

The hints and tips below should point you 
in the right direction: 

• Keep it simple. A covering letter should be short 
and to the point - no more than six paragraphs. 

• Mention the job. If you are replying to an advert, 
mention what the job is and where you saw it. The 
company may be advertising for other positions and it 
may not be clear which job you are applying for. 

• Sell yourself. Explain why you are the perfect 
candidate for the job. Show off your strengths and 
experience. Refer to your CV - if it goes missing then 
at least an employer will know that you've sent it. 

• Check it for mistakes. A silly spelling mistake in a 
covering letter is likely to cost you your chance of 
getting an interview. Also, make sure it is addressed 
to the right person in the right department. 

A covering letter can be just as important as a CV in 
getting you an interview. It's your first point of contact 
with your potential employer - so make it count.

JIM Mallinder has demanded that 
Northampton Saints drastically step up their 
performance levels for this Sunday’s Heineken 
Cup opener after they slumped to a 39-17 
defeat at London Irish last weekend.

We need to step it 
up, without a doubt. 

“Glasgow will be coming down to us full of con¬ 
fidence, they’ll have a look at this performance 
and they think they’re in with a chance, so we 
certainly need to get it right and step up.” 

Full back James Wilson suffering an injury and 
adding to the walking wounded in the Franklin’s 
Gardens treatment room ahead of the game did 
not help matters, although Mallinder did not 
look for excuses in the wake of the loss at the 
Madejski Stadium. 

He said: “We trained well in the week and 
talked about what we needed to do, but quite 
obviously watching that performance we weren’t 
up for it - it’s as simple as that. 

“We weren't accurate in terms of what we 
wanted to do; we didn’t look after the ball, in 
defence we were shaky and they were getting on 
the front foot at will, particularly in the first half, 
and we gave them some loose tries as well. We 
made a few mistakes and it was just a really poor 
performance. 


“When you’re playing in the Premiership 
you’ve got to be up for every single game.

HENOC Mukendi has gained a confidence boost 
from being named Man of the Match in Tuesday’s 
Johnstone’s Paint Trophy win over Colchester 
United after admitting that he was feeling the 
weight of expectation. 

There will always be a certain amount of antici¬ 
pation and excitement about any young player 
coming on loan from a Premier League side. 

When it is a club of the stature of Liverpool, as is 
the case with Mukendi, then those expectations 
are magnified. 

The 18-year-old’s team mate at Anfield, Toni 
Silva, enjoyed a successful spell with the Cobblers 
last season, but Mukendi has yet to establish him¬ 
self as a regular in the starting 11. 

Getting what proved to be the decisive goal in the 
2-1 victory over League One outfit Colchester will 
have made manager Aidy Boothroyd sit up and 
take notice, while the Man of the Match award was 
an extra bonus for the winger-cum-striker.
